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PREFACE 



Since 1970, all school districts have formed Vocational Education 
Planning Districts. The Vocational Education Planning District in Ohio 
can be categorized as follows: !• The individual school district which 
has sufficient student capacity to plan an adequate program of vocational 
education; 2. The contract district, which allows any number of school 
districts to contract for vocational education with a sponsoring school 
district which is responsible for providing an adequate program of voca- 
tional education; and 3* The Joint vocational school district, which 
requires at least two school districts to Join together to provide a 
cpmmon board of education with taxing authority for the specific purpose 
of providing an adequate vocational education program* 

The need today for educational programming and planning is soundly being 
heard throughout the numerous educational communities • Vocational education 
is willing to meet the challenge for program planning and management for 
short-term and long-range planning. The Ztate of Ohio through the State 
Department of Education, Division of Vocational Education, is most in- 
terested in having viable and realistic local as well as statewide planning. 
Through this EPDA Project, systematic local planning and programming for 
vocational education will be compatible with the state plan fomat. 
Systematic planning must remain an integral part of all vocational education 
efforts if it is to achieve the mandated mission of meeting the vocational 
need^ of all the people* 

In 1966. there were 71,446 high school Students enrolled in 1,767*18 units 
of vocational education. Today, there are 218,590 hif^h school students 
enrolled in 6,410.15 units of vocational education. Included in this number 
are 115,407 hi^h school students enrolled in job training vocational 
programs. 

The primary purpose of this EPDA Project is to develop, test and implement 
a planning process which will assure quality vocational education in Ohio 
through the combined efforts of local and state personnel. The Reporting/ 
Planning form is designed to assist administrators, supervisors, and state 
personnel to plan for quality vocational education. The following materials 
will proviue information for simulation activity when used with the 
Reporting/Planning form.

Plans proposed shall provide for a minimum of 12 different vocational education offer- 
ings providing 20 classes of vocational education under the Foundation program, with 
no more than four of these offerings to be provided entirely by cooperative education 
methods. 



5TAMnAPn EDb-463-03 

All plans shall include provisions for vocational education services to all districts or com- 
binations of districts within . .dividual county or multi-county areas represented by the 
plan. All programs proposed to meet the minimum standards for vocational education 
in the plan shall meet the criteria for vocational education programs as approved by the 
State Board of Education. 



STANDARD EDb-463-04 

No school district or combmation of school distiicts shall be considered for the allocation 
of construction, remodeling and equipment funds from state or federal sources unless such 
a district or combination of districts has a mitumum of 1,500 students in the upper four 
years of school. Because of the limitation of funds, districts or combination of districts 
wiMi a minimum 3.000 students m the upper four ycarb of school will be given prior-

Any plan submitted on the basis of contiacling between districts shall include: 



The provisions for physical f.,cilities for the vocational programs by one or more 
of. the boaids of education u.th one pai ticipatiiig school providrng for no les. 
than 10 programs and 16 classes. 

The tax source for bu.ldin,^ ncodoJ vocational facilities and an agreement that each 
district will guarantee to p.\ a pai ticipaiio:, fee for students annually to the dis- 
trict wl„ch will be offering the vocational education program based upon the 
following formula- 

1. Districts enroling 60^^ or loss of graduates in degrce-giantmg higher educa- 
tion programs will guarantee to pay a participation fee to the district or 
districts which will bo oftermg the vocational oducati(,n p.ogram foi a 
minimum of 20'o of the 11th and 12th grade enrolment. 

2. Districts enrolling 61 to 75 : of graduates m dogreo-gianting higher educa- 
tion programs will guarantee to pay a participation fee to the district or 
districts whan will be offering the vocational education program for a 
minimum of 15?. of the ilth and i2th grade enrollment. 

3. Districts enrolling 76 to 90^i of its graduates in degree-granting higher 
education programs v.-!! guarantee to pay a participation fee to a district 
or districts which w,l! be offei.ng ihe vocational education program" for 

a minimum of lO^'S of the 11th and 12th grade enrollment. 

4. Districts sending 91^^ or more of its graduates to dcgree-grantmg higher 
eoucation programs will guarantee to pay a participation fee to the' dis- 
trict which will be offering the vocational education programs for a min- 
imum of 5% of the nth and I2ih grade enrollment. 

Districts that develop a cooperative plan tor providing vocational educa- 
tion programs, in which provisions other than (1) through (4) above arc 
desirable, may establish mutually agreeable fiscal arrangements. Fiscal 
arrangements shall be stated in the plan. 

The initial contract arrangements between boards of education under this 
section shall be for no less than 5 years, renewable on the basis of 5 
year periods. Contracts between boards of education, however, in cases 
where one board of education has obligated funds for the construction and 
for equipping of vocational facilities, must cover a period of years nec- 
essary to amorti/c the obligation. 

Any changes in contractual ariangcmcnts during the life of a contract must 
have approval of the participating districts and the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Participating districts are responsible to pay pai ticipation fees based upon 
tlie formula above even though less than the formula number of students 
participate in vocational classes in the vocational center.

The county supcrii tendcnt, the joint vocation.il !>cho()l district superintendent where a 
jointure exists, and tht^ superintendent of the city eniolling the lari,ost number of stu- 
dents witb',1 the county shall be charged uilh cbtablii>hi;ig a LOmmittee including rep- 
resentation from all school districts in the county or counties to develop a plan for the 
county or in cooperation with one or more of the adjoining counties. The county super- 
intendent shall be responsible for arranging the first meeting with the superintendent from 
the city and the joint vocational school district in order to initiate the planning. The 
county superintendent of the most populous county in each vocational district identified 
m the broad plan proposed by the Governor's Committee on Vocational Education shall 
lake the initiative in contacting the county superintendents of the other counties to 
arrange a meeting of the districts encompassed in the area. At the first general meeting 
of superintendents arranged by the committee outlined above, a chairman shall be elected 
by llie gioup. The elected chairman shall be responsible for coordinating the districts 
involved. The planning committee for vocational education may esiablisli such additional 
committees and planning activities as are deemed advisable, 

STANDARD EDb-463-07 

The legal base for planning procedure, standards, and other materials sliall be transmitted 
to all superintendents in Ohio before the 20th of the month n whicfi standards are 
adopted by the State Board. 

Planning committees are to be initiated b> all districts or combination of districts, counties 
or multi-county units not later than the 15th of the month following receipt of the plan- 
ning materials. 

STANDARD EDb463-09 

Plans must be submitted to the State Board of Education in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 3313.90 R,C. by April 1, 1970 

STANDARD EDb-463-10 

Plans shall be reviewed by the Division of Vocational Education in terms of the standards 
for districting. Adjustments shall be made in the" plans in cooperation vsith the local 
education agencies and recommendations made to the Stale Board concerning the plans 
no later than June 8, 1970. 

STANDARD EDb-463-11 

Plans from an individual district or combination of districts, a single .ounty or multi-counties 
may he submitted to the State Board of Education any time after the approval of the 
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planning procedure^, providing such procedures arc submitted to the State Department 
of Education, Division of Vocational Education, by the 15th of the month piior to 
the month in which tfiey are to be considered by the State Board of Education. The 
State Board, upon recom.nendation of the Superrntendent of Pubhc histruction, and 
upon determining that t.ie plans meet the standards for districting, may appr(»ve the plan 
submitted, and make the districts eligible for operation allocations, construction and 
equipment allocations, or both. 

STANDARD EDb-463-12 

State Board procedures for the apoiOval of requests for construction and equipment funds 
and for the submission of these requests for approval of the S . Board of Control 
shall be as follows" 

A. Fund's shall not be allocated until the district or area plan for Vocational Edu- 
cation has been approved by the State Board of Education. 

B. After approval of a request for funds by the State Board of Education, a request 
shall be made to the State Board of Control for release of funds for the project. 

C. Any district adversely affected by :he iletcrmination of the Division of Vocational 
Education or action of the St,it^ f^o:..d of Education may follow tlie procedure 
for appeal as outlined in Chapter 119 R.C. 

D. Procedures for aoplving for allocation of State Bond Issue funds to match funds 
from the Bureau of Vocational Rehabilitation shall follow the same procedures 
as for the allocation of construction and equipment funds. 

STANDARD EDb-463-13 

Special consideration may be given \o any creative or exemplary cooperatively developed 
plan or plans to establish, maintain and finance a comprehensive vocational education 
program for all eligible students through the granting of exceptions to those standards 
whi^h tend to inhibit the implementation of a plan which best serves the needs of 
students in such areas. Special consideration may also be given to one or more coun- 
ties in which compliance with one or more standards would result in unreasonable 
transportation time and costs. 

STANDARD EDb-463-i4 

In grant programs which support the provision of health, education or welfare services, 
discrimination ip tlie selection or eligibility of individuals to receive the services, and 
segregation or other discriminatory practices in the manner of providing them, are pro- 
hibited. This prohibition extends to all facilities and services provided by the grantee 
under the program or, if the grantee is a State, by a political subdivision of the State. 
It extends also to services purchased or otherwise obtained by the grantee or political 




sub- division and to the facilities in which such services are provided, subject, however, 
to the provisions of 80.3 (e). Sec. 602, Civil Rights Act of 1964, 78 Stai. 252; 42 U.S.C. 
2000d-1 , 

STANDARD EDb.463-15 

Exemptions to the minimum requirement of 1,500 students in grades 9 through 12 may 
be made by the State Board of Education based on sparsity of population or other 
factors indicating that comprehensive educational and vocational programs can be provided 
through an alternate plan*
